•battles of the Civil war, and was a 
prisoner in the famous Libby pri- 
son at one time. He had b;en ail- 
ing for the past year, but had on-' 
ly began to decline rapidly in the 
last pfcst few months. For 
the 


past two weeks he has been con- 
fined to his bed: 


Mr. Gibson was born January 3, 


1846 at Vernont Pa., and 
moved 


from that point with his parents 
in 1849 to a point four miles from 
the present city of Janesville, W5». 
where he lived until the outbreak 
of the Civil war. He enlisted Aug. 
15, 1868 in the 22nd Wisconsin in- 
fantry at (Camp Uttley, Ratine, 
Wis. under the command of Colonel 
Uttlev. He took part in 28 battles 
of the civil war, including the ma- 
lor engagement at Lost Mountain, 
Taylor's Ridge, the battle at/ At- 
lanta, and the charge at Reseca. 
Be was wounded slightly in 
the 


battle of Bentonville on the March 
of Serman's army to the sea in the 
engagements with "Fighting Jot" 
Hooker's corps. 


'He was captured with 110 other 


union men at the battle of Thomp- 
son Station, Tennessee on March
